STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the inhabitants of the town of Canaan qualified to 
vote in town affairs : 

You are hereby notified to meet at the Town House 
in said town on the second Tuesday of March next at ten 
o’clock in the forenoon to act upon the following subjects : 

Article 1. To choose by ballot and major vote a town 
clerk, three selectmen, treasurer, overseer of the poor, and 
one library trustee for three years and one library trustee 
for one year. 

Art. 2. To choose by ballot and major vote one or, 
more, not exceeding three highway agents. . 

Art. 3. To choose by ballot aud major vote three 
trustees of trust funds, one for three years, one for two 
years.and one for one year. 

Art. 4. To choose by major vote one or more 
collectors of taxes, surveyors of lumber, fence view- 
ers, sealer of weights and measures, measurers of wood 
and bark, weighers of hay and straw, cemetery agents and . 
such other officers and agents as the town may judge neces- 
sary to be chosen. 

Art. 5. To raise such sums of money as may be neces- 
sary for the maintenance of the poor and other town charges. 
| Art. 6. To see how much money the town will vote 
to raise for the support of Highways for the year ensuing. 

Art. 7. To see if the town will vote to apply for state 
aid under the laws of 1905 for the repairs of highways. 

Art. 8. Tosee if the town will vote to establish a 
liquor agency in said town. 

Art. 9. To see if the town will vote to raise the sum 
of one hundred dollars in addition to the sum required to 
be raised by law for the town library. 


Art. 10. To see if the town will vote to raise the sum 
of seventy-five dollars for cleaning and repairing the town 
clock and for a new bell rope.
